Concern Purchased. ` 
By Columbia Coop 


WEST PALM BEACH — The 
Okeelanta ` Sugar Co-operative C9. 


of South Bay was purchased Mon- 
day for $3,100,000 by a Columbia, 
Š. C., banking firm in a foreclosure 
suit. 

Special Master Jack O. Johnson 
of Belle Glade, who handled the 
sale said the co-operative’s liabili- 
ties totaled slightly over $3,200,- 
000. 

J. P.. Lawrence, president of the 
Columbia, S. C. bank for co-opera- 
tives, made the only bid. The bank 
held a mortgage for $2,634,000 on 
a loan to the sugar mill for ope- 
rating expenses and repairs. 

Included in the purchase was 
18,060 acres of sugar cane land 
south of South Bay, *automotive 
and ‘other equipment and the re-

Work was to be completed in 270 
days. County Engineer Boyd said 
that while there was agreement 
that the work was unsatisfactory, 
the contratt was the usual state 
type which provides safeguards in 
the event the, contractors are un- 
able to carry out their agreement.
